Probably the constantly changing 
aspect of the main street, with sky 
scrapers (one story), banks, stores, 
apartment houses springing up all 
around, caused our lamented 
friend to die of a broken heart. The 
quiet business street with at 
least a few friendly trees has been 
transformed into a treeless, shade- 
less mart of trade. 

Quercus palustris is dead and no 
doubt its removal will be recom- 
mended by the Narberth Shade 
Tree Commission, for rotting 
branches will be a menace to the 
passersby. No longer will the 
newcomer to Narberth be wel- 
comed by this prominent, but un- 
obtrusive, resident. 

Narberth has always had just 
pride in her fine trees lining the 
avenues and gracing the lawns of

Edwin T. Wolf, of Elm Terrace, 
will be among the spectators next 
Monday at a gigantic dynamite 
blast to be set off at Birdsboro.

A very responsive audience lis- 
tened to Julia Wade Abbot last 
Monday night in the auditorium of 
the Narberth School building. Miss 
Abbot is director of the public kin- 
dergartens of the city of Philadel- 
phia, and came to Narberth on this 
occasion at the request of Mrs. R. 
G. Aungst, president of the 
Mothers' Council, through whose 
efforts a public kindergarten has 
been started in Narberth. 

Miss Abbot, whose charming 
personality lent authority to her 
words of advice, said that it was an 
added pleasure to address the au- 
dience since she came not to urge 
them to establish a kindergarten but 
to congratulate them on having al- 
ready made their plans to start one 
in the fall. She spoke of the kin- 
dergarten as being generally recog- 
nized as an integral part of the 
school system even though Penn- 
sylvania was so far down the list in 
recognition of its importance. 

She discussed the new trend in 
kindergarten methods and ex- 
plained the importance of the years 
preceding the first grade age in lay- 
ing the basic principles of character, 
habits of regularity and order, self- 
reliance and recognition of the 
rights of others. • 

An interesting discussion cen- 
tered around the' right of the child, 
as of adults, to b'e : with his peers, to 
judge and be judged by those of his 
own mental agev It is this" group 
feeling, Miss Abbott said, or the 
lack of it that helps so ; ; much to 
make or to mar later success in life. 

When the formal lecture had 
closed there was'' opportunity for 
question to which 'Miss Wade re- 
plied very graciously. This was 
the last regular meeting of the 
Mothers' Council, closing in its first 
year a most gratifying program of 
lectures and activities.

Testimony was given showing 
that the territory which the Yellow 
would invade is already given ade- 
quate taxi service and resolutions 
were presented from various mu- 
nicipal governments endorsing local 
independent operators and backing 
up their arguments. Among the 
communications read were two 
from the Lower Merion township 
commission and the Narberth Bor- 
ough Council which declared that 
the proposed Yellow Cab service 
would not compensate for the in- 
creased traffic congestion. 

As customary, the Public Service 
Commission gave no immediate rul- 
ing but took the case under advise- 
ment. Its decision is expected 
within, the coming week. In view 
of the practically unanimous oppo- 
sition expressed to the Yellow Cab 
extension, the suburban cab opera- 
tors are confident that the Public 
Service board will rule against it.

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Burgess Frye Warns That Goods 
Must Be Kept off Sidewalks. 
Narberth storekeepers who 
hsyve-been ys^ug'tlw sidewalks- fcnp- 
the display of fruit, vegetables 
and other merchandise have been 
threatened with arrest by Burgess 
Henry A. Frye in a notice served 
on every merchant this week. 

The letter to the business men 
is the result of the defiance of a 
few men, who have refused to 
abandon the practice. The worst 
offenders against the ordinance 
prohibiting the display, according 
to the officials, are a few chain 
stores and nonresident storekeep- 
ers. 

Several of the offenders have 
been warned a number of times, 
Burgess Frye declares, but persist 
in the practice because they notice 
that competitors are doing the 
same thing. The little group, who, 
mistrusting each other, have 
started the trouble, brought com- 
plaints from their law-abiding 
competiors. 

The letter from the Burgess 
follows : 

"To the merchants and store- 
keepers of Narberth : 

"It has recently come to my 
attention that certain merchants 
and storekeepers in the Borough 
have been using the sidewalks for 
the purpose of displaying fruit, 
vegetables and other merchandise 
for sale. Of course, not all have 
been guilty of the practice, but to 
avoid any misundertanding this 
letter is being sent to everyone. 
For your information, there is in 
existence a police regulation pro- 
hibiting such use of the sidewalks 
at all times excepting Christmas 
and Easter. 

"For several years an occasion- 
al warning has been all that was 
necessary to secure the co-opera- 
tion of all our merchants, who 
have heretofore worked with the 
borough authorities in a very 
satisfactory manner. However, 
in spite of the fact that the matter 
has been brought to the personal 
attention of several offenders, 
within the last month, some are- 
seeking to take advantage because 
no one has as yet been fined and 
excuse themselves by saying that 
somebody else is doing it. 

"Instead of making a public 
example of anyone in particular 
by making an arrest, this notice is 
given as a warning that the situa- 
tion will not be tolerated any 
longer. The police have been 
provided with a special summons 
to be served on each violator of the 
regulation and fines will be im- 
posed.
